Equity, Security 
For Agricultur 


LONDON, Ont., Jan, 22.—(CP)— 
Canadian farmers are facing the 
future with some apprehension and 
are anxious for the development of 
national and international policies 
which will assure equity and secur- 
ity for agriculture, H. H. Hannam, 
president of the Canadian Federa- 
tion of Agriculture, said today. 

MR. HANNAM reviewed the posi- 
tion of Canadian farmers on both 
a domestic and world basis in an 
address at the federation’s annual 
meeting. 

“The farmer's position in a pro- 
perly-balanced national economy is 
|far from clear,” Mr. Hannam said. 
“He feels that even within the pre- 
sent year fundamental changes in 
policy are almost certain to be 
made. He is definitely worried 
about it and understandably so. 
For the farmer the wartime agri- 
cultural program continues almost 
intact.” 

A subsidy program had been ac- 
cepted in wartime as being essen- 
tial to price ceilings. 

THEY FEARED it was an un- 
wise policy at the time,” he con- 
tinued. Today they are more, afraid 
than ever that the policy was a

A FIVE-MAN COMMITTEE was 
appointed to co-ordinate and pre- 
sent to the senior governments 
representations on behalf of the 
municipalities.

Short Work Day 
Solution For 
Unemployment 


REGINA, Jan, 22--(CP)—Percy 
R. Bengough, president of the 
Trades and Lapor Congress of Can- 
ada, said in an interview yesterday 
that the logical solution to the ris- 
ing tide of unemployment in Can- 
ada was reduction of working hours 
but without reduced pay. 

THE LABOR LEADER, who is 
on a tour of the west, said Canada 
had made labor-saving technical 
improvements in the last four years 
which ordinarily would have taken 
25 years and to cope with this tech- 
nical advance working hours across 
the country should be reduced to 
provide more jobs. 

He saw no great danger of in- 
flation, advocated scarce materials 
be used at home before considera- 
tion was given export trade, and 
said the west needed more manu- 
facturing, especially light indus- 


tries. 

HE BELIEVED the Dominion 
government would have to start 
construction of a number of public 
works across Canada to help cope 
with the unemployment situation 
and action should be taken now. 
When he completed his western 
tour he expected to make a num- 
ber of recommendations to the 
government. 

Referring to the need for more 
manufacturing for the west, he said 
when any successful manufacturing 
establishment was started in the 
west, eastern financial interests 
would buy it up, junk the machin- 
ery and use the plant as an agency 
for the eastern manufacturer’s pro- 
ducts. 

“THIS SITUATION should be 
corrected,” he said. “The east has 
had a monopoly on this for too 
long.” 

Speaking of the international 
labor situation, he believed labor 
conditions in the United States, 
were about the same as those in 
Canada and as for the present 
strikes, they were called for a spe- 
cific purpose to attain an end. 

Some strikes were desired by the 
employers themselves, he said. 

“UNDOUBTEDLY the Ford 
strike at Windsor and Detroit was 
wanted by Henry Ford himself. 
The strike gave the company ad- 
ditional time to plan its type of 
car, arrive at a definite cost for 
productions and other details. The 
war ended so suddenly Ford wasn’t 
ready to turn out the car. While 
the planning was going on, the 
workers didn’t have to be paid.”

eral and provincial authorities 
when the co-ordinating committee 
of the Dominion-provincial confer- 
ences meets here next week, it was 
learned today. 

ONTARIO CONTESTED the val- 
idity of the act and was supported 
by Alberta, Saskatchewan and New 
Brunswick. It is known that these 
four provinces would like to see 
the Dominion vacate the liquor 
field. 

That the Dominion might use 
withdrawal from the field as a bare 
gaining point at the conference was 
foreseen by one government source, 

He said that while the Dominion 
likely would not give up its au- 
thority over the import and manu- 
facture of alcoholic beverages, it 
might make it possible for provin- 
cial liquor control acts to become 
binding in all parts of the prov- 
inces. 

The Temperance Act now auto 
matically comes into force in any 
county or municipality where a sul- 
ficient number of persons sign a 
petition requesting a referendum 
and where the referendum passes 
by a majority vote.

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Training for Jobs 


The advisory council on vocational 
training is urging that teachers who would 
make good instructors in vocational 
schools be discharged from the armed 
forces without delay; that Government- 
owned machine tools and other equipment 
used in war work be turned over to the 
schools quickly; and that the federal- 
provincial plan for youth training be ex- 
tended for three years. 

That is placing emphasis where it is 
needed. Needed by the young chap who 
wants a job, and needed by the country— 
which will benefit if he is trained to do 
some kind of work by modern methods. 
The demand for unskilled labor was 
dwindling rapidly before the highly mech- 
anized war came along and showed how 
machines handled by trained men multiply 
manpower. 

Edmonton people saw this multiplica- 
tion illustrated in November, 1942, when 
about three feet of snow fell on the city in 
twenty-four hours or so. The streets in the 
down town area were opened for street car 
and other traffic a day after the storm 
ceased. Tractors, bull-dozers and universal 
carriers did the job. All the available man- 
power in the city, armed with shovels, 
would have taken weeks to do it. 

In the fields of production, construction, 
transportation and distribution, the de- 
mand is and will be for men who know how 
and who can use mechanical equipment. 
The boy who goes out into the world with- 
out having trained for some particular 
vocation starts with a handicap which may 
well prevent him reaching even moderate 
success. Canada must have more schools 
where this training can be secured, with 
the best of equipment and instructors.

Paralyzing Production 


The biggest single-industry strike in 
the history of the United States began 
Mondey morning, when 750,000 steel work- 
ers quit their jobs and formed picket lines 
arouna 1300 steel mills in 30 states, 

This tie-up of itself would paralyze 
numberless secondary industries, including 
the great automobile-making enterprise, if 
continued for a few weeks. But packing 
plant workers, electrical workers, auto- 
mobile workers, and a half dozen lesser 
groups were already idle. The total of 
Strike-unemployed now runs to more than 
a million and a half. 

These figures themselves supply one 
reason for hoping that means will be 
found to stop the spread of the epidemic 
and get the idle plants back in production. 
The thing is too serious and too threaten- 
ing to go on. 

Millions of people are already affected, 
as consumers and as stock-growers, by the 
Stoppage of the packing industry, Millions 
are inconvenienced by the interruption of 
telephone and other services. Should the 
shortage of steel continue until stocks are 
used up, factories turning out a hundred 
products will have to close in all sections, 
and those who depend upon these for 
wages or for supplies will suffer. 

Steel is one of the great key industries, 
upon whose smooth operation a multitude 
of steel-using concerns depend—almost 
from day to day in these times of low 
stocks and heavy demand. What, for ex- 
ampl, would happen to construction plans 
all across the country if the tie-up lasted 
until tools for carpenters, masons and 
oth« building tradesmen could not be pro- 
duced? 

Whatever people in other countries 
may do, this is a time for Canadians to 
keep the wheels spinning steadily, refrain 
from making conditions harder for each 
other, get the empty shelves in the stores 
filled up, and prevent disastrous inflation. 


Bad News from France 


French politics are the business of the 
poopie of France. But the world at large is 
und to take more than passing interest 
in any turn which seems to predict instabil- 
ity, or an uncertain course, at Paris. 

The resignation of General de Gaulle 
as president plainly conveys such a threat. 
He resigned when the discordant groups 
which supported his coalition cabinet part- 
ed company, Who is to follow, whether 
anyone can hold power long, and what pol- 
icy will emerge, are questions which indi- 
cate the uncertainty that hangs over the 
country at least until the national elections 
are held in June. 

The stage was set for this break-up 
last October, when no party obtained a 
working majority, The “coalition” cabinet 
was a make-shift, without cohesion, and 
apparently without even a definite basis of 
agreement on such vital matters as the 
Presidential powers and the size of the 
army France should support. These are 
the points on which the provisional govern- 
ment was wrecked, 

The Communist and Socialist groups, 
it is said, demanded that the powers of the 
president be curbed and that the army be 
cut to three-fourths the strength which 
de Gaulle thought necessary. If this is cor- 
rect, the turn of events is still leas welcome 


/ 
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from the stand-point of the democratic 
powcrs. 

France on the east flanks Germany, the 
homeland of Nazism. On the south it bor- 
ders Fascist Spain, and on the south-east 
Italy—breeding ground of that cult. It is 
the only great power in Europe where 
democratic institutions have had anything 
more than temporary existence. Peace and 
order in Europe will be poorly assured un- 
less France succeeds in attaining stability 
of government and unquestioned military 
strength, This is definitely not in prospect 
at present. 


All Back Within a Year 


From VE-Day to the end of 1945—less 
than eight months—an estimated total of 
225,000 Canadian fighting men were 
‘brought back from Britain. Besides 35,- 
000 army and air force troops on occupa- 
tion duty in Germany, this left from 80,- 


“000 to 100,000 to be repatriated. It, is ex- 


pected that the last of these will be in 
Canada about the first of April, some- 
what ahead of the original schedule. 

Though every one wishes the pace were 
faster, this is a good rate of going, re- 
membering that transports have been lim- 
ited in numbers available for this service. 
How limited was suggested when a little 
contingent of 61 officers and men reached 
Halifax the other day aboard an auxiliary 
carrier—as many as could find any sort 
of accommodation on the boat. 

Germany gave up in May last. If the 
overseas forces, of all three services, are 
back in Canada within a year that will be 
evidence of earnest and efficient efforts 
to get them home with as little delay as, 
possible. 


Planes of two United States lines are 
making 14 flights to England per week, 
carrying 500 passengers. That, in brief, is 
what wartime invention and experience 
have done for civil aviation, Flying across 
the Atlantic, or the Pacific, is not now re- 
garded as an adventure, but as an estab- 
lished method of travel for people who are 
in a hurry. 


Just why some of the smaller nations 
wanted to switch control of the atomic 
commission from the Security Council to 
the Assembly is not very clear. The Council 
is to function continuously, The Assembly 
will meet only once a year; unless in spe- 
cial session. If atomic energy is as import- 
ant and as potentially dangerous as sup- 
posed, the Council will be in better position 
than the Assembly to see that the commis- 
sion keeps on the alert all the time. 


The court at Nuernberg learned that 
Nazi submarines were ordered to sink 
American ships within an hour of the at- 
tack on Pearl Harbor, and four days be- 
fore Hitler declared war against the United 
States. The attack was a put-up job, ar- 
ranged by collusion between Berlin and 
Tokyo. Doenitz and his pals also have a 
share of responsibility for that outrage.

Food Subsidies 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 22.(AP)—| 
President Truman called on Con-| 
gress Monday to retain food sub-| 
sidies as one means of combatting | 
inflation and a possible eight per | 
cent jump in the cost of.living 
index for food. 

This request, made in the Presi-| 
dent's state of the union and budget 
message, represents an about-face 
by the administration on subsidies. | 
It had planned to end most of them | 
by their June 30 expiration date, 

STARTED IN 1942 to keep food 
prices stable, the subsidies have 
been costing the government about 
$1,750,000,000 a year. 

Mr. Truman said that unless the 
subsidies are continued ‘It would 
become extremely difficult for us 
to control the forces of inflation.” 

The President also asked Con- 
gress for appropriations which, to- 
gether with funds already available, 
would permit the agriculture de- 
partment to spend about $3,435,500,- 
000 for subsidies, farm programs, 
research and for foreign relief op- 
erations during the fiscal year be- 
ginning July 1.

Members 
are engaged in sceking space in 
which to establish such a club. 

Mr. Lacey, with Alex Gemmell, 
secretary, were delegates to a con- 
ference at London, Ont., called by 
similar organizations from other 
parts of Canada, when an inter- 
provincial council was formed. Mr. 
Lacey was named director of that 
council, at the time. The council 
operates with the financial backing 
of the Canadian Institute for the 
Blind, and is designed to co-ordin- 
ate the work of blind Canadians 
across the country, giving them a 
collective voice in affairs pertain- 
ing to them.

| THE BABY’S VOMITING may be | 
}a very serious or an innocuous | 
symptom. The baby who vomits ex- | 
plosively after each meal, afd there- 
by loses precious nourishment, is | 
very much in need of expert at- 
tention. It merely wastes time to 
jump from one formula to another 
while the baby continues to starve. 
Let someone who understands this 
condition do the advising. 

The innocuous vomiting is what 
is rightly called regurgitation. The 
well-fed baby takes a formula soon 
afterwards, because of activity, or 
just an over-full stomach, some of 
it comes rolling back. Sometimes it 
has been in the stomach so short 
a time that it is not even sour. A 
little less opportunity for activity 
after a meal and maybe a less gen- 
erous formula should end this habit. 

IN BETWEEN THESE TWO Ex- 
TREMES there are other types of 
vomiting. probably closely related 
to the formula itself. The type of 
milk the baby is being given may 
be too difficult for him to digest. 
His digestive juices tussle with the 
tough curds of milk and then some- 
times between feedings he vomits 
up chunks of what look like smooth, | 
white cheese. Changing the milk to 
a processed (evaporated, dried) or 
a well-boiled one may end this type | 
of vomiting. | 

TOO MUCH CREAM in the milk, 
or to much sugar in the formula 
may be responsible for the baby’s 
vomiting.

is a great and natural market for 
many Canadian products but Cana- 
dian business leaders seem to lag 
in developing this market.” 

Russia likes Canadian products 
and can use them right now up 
to the value of $200,000,000 annually. 
She could take all the Canadian 
nickel, machine tools, wheat and 
clothing products she can get. She 
admires the spirit of Canadians.

Five-Day Week k 


ls Requested 
By Trades Body 


A resolution seeking the estab- 
lishment of the 40-hour, five-day 
week, with the same take home | 
pay, in the commercial and indus- 
trial field in Edmonton was unan- 
imously endorsed Monday by dele- 
gates to the Edmonton Trades and 
Labor Council at a meeting of that | 
body held at the Labor Hall. 

ALSO UNANIMOUSLY ecndors- 
ed was a resolution secking elimin- 
ation of the eight per cent tax im- 
posed as a war measure by the 
Dominion government on electric | 
light and gas bills. 

Both resolutions were sponsored 
by Malcolm Ainslie, representing 
Civic Union No. 30. They were | 
passed unanimously after a short 
discussion. 

Text of the resolutions follows: | 

Whereas the cight per cent tax | 
imposed on electric light and Bas | 
bills was purely a wartime tax, and 
should now be removed, and 
whereas such a tax in peacetime is 
inequitable and discriminatory in 
nature; 

BE IT RESOLVED that the Ed- 
monton Trades and Labor Council 
request the Dominion government | 
to abolish these taxes immediately. 

The resolution dealing with the 
five-day week reads: Whereas in 
view of the necessity of giving full 
employment to our returning ex- 
servicemen, and other citizens of 
Edmonton, it is desirable that em- 
ployees of labor be asked to in-| 
stitute a five day forty hour week | 
at the same take home pay: 

Be it resolved that the Edmonton 
Trades and Labor Council request | 
The City of Edmonton to do every- 
thing in its power, by example and 
by persuasion, to inaugurate a five- 
day week for all employees in the 
commercial and industrial field. 

IT WAS DECIDED also that a 
resolution along these lines be for- 
warded to the provincial govern- | 
ment requesting the government to 
inaugurate the five-day week re- 
quested by the civil service associa- 
tion on behalf of provincial govern- 
ment employees.
